and  Gentlemen, 


As  this  IS  the  final  annual  report  on  the  health  of  tne  Borougn  which  will  oe  presented, 

I am  taking  the  liberty  of  a brief  review  of  the  fifteen  years  I have  served  tne  Council  as  their  Medical 
Officer  of  Health 


As  a Sanitary  Authority  responsible  for  tne  promotion  of  environmental  healtn  and  tne 
control  of  infectious  disease,  duties  of  the  officers  vary  little  from  year  to  year.  Tne  programme  to 
effect  clearance  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  was  steadily  pursued,  and  wniie  some  pockets 
of  unfit  properties  still  remain,  the  approach  to  the  final  solution  is  likeiy  to  be  by  improvement 
and  upgrading  rather  than  demolition  and  clearance  of  the  sub-standard  nouses. 

Less  success  has  unfortunately  resulted  from  the  application  of  tne  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  to  tne 
Borougn  Naturally  the  promotion  of  smoke  control  areas  commenced  at  tne  peripnery  where  tne  new 
housing  estates  were  being  developed,  but  with  the  programme  half  completed  and  tne  denser,  older, 
low-lymg  districts  which  would  have  benefited  most  from  the  cleaner  atmosphere,  a nalt  occurred,  due 
to  the  stricture  of  fiscal  control  The  cost  of  achieving  a cleaner  atmospnere  can  easily  oe  assessed  but 
the  benefits  of  oetter  health  are  more  difficult  to  quantify 

Control  of  infectious  disease  has  not,  for  many  years,  been  a prominent  featuie  of  healtn 
department  activity  one  must  always  be  prepared  to  institute  action  as  necessary  During  tne  time 
I have  been  in  the  Borough  there  have  been  a number  of  outoreaks  of  oysentery  m scnoois  and  pre- 
school groups,  and  some  food  poisoning  incidents  but  no  serious  infectious  illness  sucn  as  smallpox, 
poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  although  there  have  been  false  alarms  wnicn  had  to  oe  treated  as  genuine 
until  proved  otherwise. 


Under  reorganisation  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  assumes  its  true  status  as  tne  department 
responsible  to  the  Borough  Council  to  advise  on  all  matters  involving  the  promotion  of  environmental 
health  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  in  its  area,  and  will  be  able  to  confer  and  seek  guidance  as  necessary 
from  the  District  Community  Physician  seconded  from  the  Area  Health  Authority  It  is  worth 
emphasising  the  tact  that  in  spite  of  administrative  changes  consequent  on  tne  major  reorganisations  of 
the  Health  Service  and  of  Local  Government  promotion  of  public  nealth  measures  are  still  a prime 
concern  of  the  local  authority 


Over  past  decades  the  local  authority,  by  its  progressive  pjogramme  of  slum  clearance  ano 
town  planning,  has  eradicated  slum  property,  overcrowding,  smells  and  pestilences,  out  there  remain 
more  subtle  agents  of  disease  which  can  only  be  averted  by  a change  in  public  attitudes  - lung  cancer 
claims  thirty  deaths  every  year  in  this  Borough  and  no  one  can  claim  to  oe  unaware  of  the  relation 
with  cigarette  smoking.  There  are  other  causes  of  early  death  and  ill  health  to  which  the  individual 
makes  his  own  personal  contribution,  through  excess  bodily  weight  consequent  upon  years  of  over- 
indulgence,  sucn  as  arterial  disease  and  diabetes.  Some  forms  of  bowel  cancer  appear  to  oe  related 
to  the  nature  of  our  diet  In  all  matters  where  the  evidence  is  sufficiently  conclusive  tne  message  must 
be  conveyed  to  the  public  even  though  they  appear  impervious  by  their  lack  of  response  and  apparent 
unconcern  for  the  consequences  of  the  daily  abuse  of  their  health.  Healtn  education  is  a long,  slow 
and  unrewarding  task  but  the  potential  benefits  to  the  individual  and  the  Health  Service  are 
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enormous.

The  mid  year  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General 
recorded  an  increase  of  1,300  in  the  resident  population 
over  the  previous  year's  total. 

This  total  was  116  below  the  previous  year's 

figure. 


The  birth  rate  as  amended  by  the  comparability 
factor  remained  above  the  national  figure  of  14,8  but  the 
local  rate  followed  the  downward  trend  shown  by  the 
national  statistic. 

This  figure  was  17  below  the  previous  year's 
total.  As  a percentage  of  the  total  births  it  gave  a local 
rate  of  7 1 as  opposed  to  the  national  figure  of  9 per 
cent. 


The  still  birth  rate  of  10.7  per  1,000  total  births 
was  below  the  national  figure  of  12.0 


Included  in  the  total  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  were  17  who  died  within  the  first  month  of  life. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  19,7  per  1,000  live  births 
and  remained  above  the  national  figure  of  17  0. 

This  figure  brings  together  the  still  births  and 
the  neonatal  deaths  during  the  first  week  of  life  and  is 
considered  to  be  an  indication  of  the  hazard  of  child 
birth  and  unfavourable  genetic  factors  associated  with 
conception  The  figure  is  calculated  on  total  births 
(live  and  stiil),  and  gave  a figure  of  24.4  compared  with 
the  national  figure  of  22  0 


The  corrected  death  rate  was  12.54  per  1,000, 
being  above  the  national  figure  of  12.1  per  1,000 
population.

MEASlES  There  were  81  notifications  and  none  required 

hospital  treatment  so  far  as  is  known.  Peak  incidence 
was  during  summer  months  and  age  ranges  affected 
were  mainly  in  the  pre-school  and  early  school  years. 

SCARLET  FEVER  There  were  40  notifications  with  none  requiring 

hospital  care 

Cases  occurred  tnroughout  the  year  and  involved, 
mainly,  young  children. 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE  There  were  7 notifications  and  none  required 

hospital  in-patient  treatment  for  tne  infection.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  m su Om itting  my  ninth  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental  work  of  the 
Pubi  c Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1972  and  although  this  report  only 
nc'udes  work  up  to  the  end  of  1972  it  will  be  the  last  report  that  I shall  be  able  to  submit  to  the 
Chatham  Borough  Council  oefore  the  authority  is  included  withm  the  area  of  the  new  District  Council, 

•t  can  only  be  hoped  that  the  new  Council  will  continue  and  if  possible  even  expand  the 
many  environmental  improvements  which  Chatham  has  fostered,  earned  out  and  are  there  for  all  to 
see.  appreciate  and  from  which  not  only  the  residents  of  Chatham  benefit. 

Housing  .y 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  and  represented  as  unfit  in  Clearance  Areas  totalled 
seventy  four,  some  tenfold  the  number  represented  last  year  In  addition  eight  individual  houses  or 
parts  of  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  Defects  in  one  hundred  and  twelve 
houses  were  remedied  after  the  service  of  informal  and  m some  cases  formal  notices  under  the 
apC'opriate  Acts 

In  several  houses  m multiple  occupation  improvements  were  obtained  to  means  of  escape 
n cases  of  fire  and  facilities  such  as  bath,  wash-hand  basms  and  separate  water-closets  provided 

Applications  for  qualification  certsfiicates  were  reduced  but  the  number  of  certificates 
ssued  Cncluorng  provisional  aoprovall  was  twenty  seven,  an  increase  over  last  year  when  nearly  half 
of  the  applications  were  rejected  as  not  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act

'n  my  last  report  I mentioned  an  unexplained  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  dis- 
■ nfesiat  on  of  ve'mmous  dweMnng  houses  but  I am  pleased  to  say  the  increase  has  not  been  sustained 
'h  s yea  , when  the  numiber  of  rooms  treated  fell  by  approximately  twenty  five  per  cent 

Wasps  are  always  a problem  when  their  nests  are  situated  m or  near  houses  and  nearly 
one  hundred  nests  causing  nu-sance  were  destroyed 
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Food  Hygiene  and  Inspection 


Details  of  sampimg  ace  contained  later  in  my  report  but  it  is  pleasing  to  note  this  year  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  relating  to  mould  in  food  Perhaps  our  advice  on  date  marking 
and  proper  stock  rotation  is  paying  dividends 


For  the  first  time  for  several  years  the  total  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  one  licensed 
slaughterhouse  within  the  Borough  showed  a decrease  All  carcases  and  offal  were  inspected  by  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors  who  work  on  a rota  basis  at  the  slaughterhouse 


Atmospheric  Pollution 


The  lack  of  progress  in  the  Smoke  Control  Area  programme  continued  and  no  survey  work 
of  premises  was  carried  out.  I can  only  hope  that  the  new  District  Council  w II  be  able  financially  to 
persue  a virile  policy  regarding  the  Control  of  Smoke  from  domestuc  premises  which  are  the  major 
factor  in  the  pollution  of  the  air  we  breathe. 


Occupational  Health 


Despite  pressures  of  other  work  over  three  hundred  general  (i  e detailed)  inspections  under 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  were  carried  out  in  offices  and  Shops  within  the  Borough. 
Some  four  hundred  less  searching  inspections  were  also  made.  Two  hundred  and  eighteen  contraventions 
many  of  which  were  of  minor  nature  were  remedied  without  recurance  to  legal  action, 


A glance  through  the  statistics  and  information  following  this  ntroduction  shows  tne  many 
varied  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Council  and  its  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Again  I must  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  and  assistance  given  me  and  the  interest 
shown  throughout  the  year  by  the  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Hea'th  Committee,  Dr.  McWilliams  and 
colleagues  in  the  Health  and  other  Departments.
